Man is so constituted that he exercises faith just as 
naturally as he sees objects with his eyes. Man has 
such control of his eyes that he can take them off of 
one object and place them upon another. A change of 
object will produce a change of feeling. When we 
gaze upon a beautiful painting, or look out upon'| 
Nature in her beauty and glory, our feelings are very 
different from what they are when we gaze upon a 
mangled cogpse or when we look upon a fellow-being | 
who is suffering excruciating pain. The same principle 
holds true with regard to our sentiments of respect, 
and also of our affections. We may respect a man for 
his honorable conduct, and the affections of the soul 
may flow to him because of hig supposed goodness. We 
may defend such a man with all the argument and elo- 
quence we possess; but if the man proves to bea “fraud

We find an illustration of this princip]e in 
our daily observation, if not in our experience.

The child asks favors expecting to receive 
them. Unbeliefis wnnatural. The child never doubts 
till the parent disappoints, Disappointment brings 
doubt, and finally unbelief. When the child has been

No, it is a living 
principle that produces action. ‘‘Walking”’ is doing 
something. Successful walking necessitates effort and 
perseverance. Jesus is unseen with the material eye, 
but the man’of faith lives and acts as if he were seen, and 
there is consciousness of his spiritual presence. “ Lo, 
I am with you alway.’’ Columbus believed there was 
another continent, and he commenced and prosecuted 
. A New York merchant loads 
a ship for Japan on the testimony of men who say they 
have been there and that such a nation actually exists 

When it was reported that gold was discovered in Cal- 
ifornia almost everybody believed the “news,” and 
thousands of our citizens left their homes and started 
for the land of gold. They had no difficulty in believ- 
ing such a report as that. Were it not for faith, the 
business world would come to a “dead halt.” 

We need this same kind of faith in the good news of 
salvation that Jesus has brought to this world. We 
need the kind of faith that Columbus had—faith in the 
existence of things not seen. Faith will save a man just 
so far as he reduces it to practice, and no farther. 
Jesus has told us where to “lay up our treasure” so 
that it will be secure. He tells us in what the treasure 
consists and the means we are to use in laying it up. 
Faith has done wonderful things for our country. It 
fired the hearts of our people in perilous times, when 
loyal men had to “walk by faith” for many a dark and

how then can we let our light shine? If Jesus had 
| covered all his good deeds from the knowledge of men, 
where would have been the influence of his life? 
| Where would be the influence of our lives if our good 
i deeds were all done in darkness and hidden from 
men? How can our light so shine as to reyeal our 
good works, unless those works are seen and known? 
But the whole truth is explained when Jesus says: 
“Take heed that ye do not your alms before men, to be 
seen of them.” If you do your good works that you 
may be seen of men, you will lose your reward. It will 
|be a curse to you instead of a blessing. It will feed 
your vanity and nourish your pride, and shut, out the 
| blessed spirit of the Master. No one ever accused 
| Jesus of doing his good works to be seen of men. Still, 


he always did them openly. We may do our good deeds 


}openly as he did. But we must do them without 
| parade, and without that something which says, “See 
{what a big thing I am doing!’ You never saw this 
spirit in Jesus.

with a regular lottery, buy tickets in the form of a sub- 
scription to the paper, just as many people allow them- 
selves to buy “bitters” at a drug store who would not 
be seen drinking whisky in a bar-room. 

The tea and coffee merchants who give away china, 
and the soap, and baking powder, and tobacco manu- 
facturers who put up gold pieces with their wares are 
engaged in a similar proceeding. Give them the credit 
of actually doing what they say, for they can well afford 
to—though Anthony Comstock declares that he has 
opened many packagés, and never found more than a 
five-cent piece—and it will be seen that they are trad- 
ing on public immorality.

At the two hundred and thirty-first annual gathering 
of the General Baptist Assembly of General Baptist 
Churches in England, held on Whit-Tuesday, June 3, 
1884, in Bethnal Green Road Chapel, London, I was re- 
quested to convey to you the fraternal, hearty good 
wishes and earnest prayers of this Assembly, which it 

* gives me the greatest pleasure to do. 

The intercourse which I have had personally with a 
number of your churches; the correspondence which | 
maintain with a number of my highly esteemed breth- 
ren, pastors of your churches; the precious memories 
retained of conferences attended, congregations minis- 
tered to, visits to and receptions in the homes of mem- 
bers of the churches, with the increasing interest I take 
in all that concerns your growth and spiritual prosper- 
ity, enhance my joy at the remembrance of your increas- 
ing spiritual life, activity, and usefulness. God grant 
that you may grow more and more, and be abundantly 
blessed in the holy work of saving human souls through 
the preaching of the gospel of our Lord and Savior, 
Jesus Christ. 

I was recently looking over some papers of my aged 
and beloved father, when I came upon, as by accident, 
some fraternal letters that passed between your Body 
and our Assembly in England, in the early part of this 
century. It were vainin me to attempt to convey to you 
the awakened interest I felt in them,and through them, 
in you. At once I bounded in thought to the meeting of 
my dear and highly esteemed brother, Rev. D. W. Moore, 
whom you sent to our Assembly in 1867.

One pleasing feature of the past year has been the re- 
sumption of fraternization with the New Connection of 
General Baptists, after a lapse of seven years. The cordial 
Christian intercourge has left little more to be desired. 
I would fain hope tft, should this Body send a delegate 
to America, of which there is some purpose, to represent 
them amongst their brethren, the Free Baptists, he may 
be invited to, or find his way into, some of your churches. 

This raises in my mind a thought and purpose, con- 
cerning which I have written and spoken on both sides 
of the Atlantic. Its feasibility is conceded. It simply 
requires an arrangement, namely, during the summer 
months, an interchange of pulpits. I am aware of the 
expense, but this, it seems to me, might be reduced toa 
minimum; practically, the ocean voyage. Brethren on 
either side would make this their one holiday, and pre- 
pare for it accordingly. Something might be done with 
the steamship companies by way of round trip tickets. 
Stipends might be paid the brethren by the churches to 
which they minister, or there need be no interference 
with them at all. Let each church pay its own pastor as 


now. 

Brethren might arrange with each other, and, at the 
proper time, cross the ocean and enter upon their duties. 
I am sure the churches would be benefited, whilst the 
brethren themselves would obtain experience and pleas- 
ure at present unknown. Having visited America in 
1876, and again in 1880, spending three months in the 
first visit, and four months and a half in the second, I 
have some knowledge of what can be done in this way. 
Brethren in America and in England, with whom I have 
talked this matter over, have expressed their strongest 
approval thereof, saying how much they would enjoy it. 
They have urged its adoption; hence my reference to it 
here. There are few things that would give me equal 
pleasure to renewing my acquaintance with your 
churches, and the brethren in particular and general. 
At present it can not be, but in the meantime we will 
stretch out our hands and offer you our heart’s sympa- 
thies. Also we will pray the great Head of the church to 
pour upon you, one and all, the riches of his grace to en- 
courage your hearts, bless your labors, and make you 
more and more a living church, full of living power, 
and zeal and godliness, from the almighty and eternal 
God and Father of us all, whether on the western or east 
ern'sides of the Atlantic. 

And now, brethren, commending you to God and the 
word of his grace, praying that his peace, which passeth 
all understanding, with the presence and preciousness 
of Jesus, our one Master and Savior, may be upon and 
abide with you evermore, is the prayer of your fellow- 
laborers in the gospel—the General Baptist Assembly of 
General Baptist Churches in England.

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REPORT ON PUBLISHING INTERESTS. 





Adopted by the Central Illinois Conference, at Bethel, 
* August 10th. 

Among all the interests of any people those pertain- 
ing to their publications engross their full share of at- 
tention. The reasons for such attention being given, 
the publishing interests of any denomination or society 
are obvious. Fraternities or brotherhoods banded to- 
gether for self-improvement and the welfare of the 
general public are in possession of certain principles 
around which they rally, the dissemination of which, 
in order to succeed, internally and externally, can only 
be accomplished by a strict and untiring attention to 
their publishing interests. 

Principles, in order to affect the public, must be 
published to the world. They must be presented to 
the mind of intelligence with all the clearness and force 
at command, and objections must be faithfully and fear- 
lessly met, and the observance of right insisted upon at 
all hazards. Indeed, no principles can become estab- 
lished without their continuous publication, and the 
propagation of such is dependent upon and commensu- 
rate with the amount of interest taken in publishing 
them to the world. 

As proof of the tenability of these statements, all 
one need do is to contrast the success of any society 
th> distinctive features of which remain embosomed 
through a want of interest in its publications, with | 
that of a body among whose membership a deep and 
commendable solicitude in its publishing interests ob- 
tains. Such comparisons would warrant one in urging 
the thought that the success of anything, be it ever so 
good, is contingent upon the ceaseless and energetic 
efforts put forth in its liberal publication. It resolves 
itself into this: Publish, or cease to exist. 

The “Christians” are in possession of principles 
which, in the very nature of things, are calculated to 
engross the attention and challenge the thought of the 
profoundest thinkers of the world, and are destined, if 
given a liberal publication, to obtain universally, even | 
-when the results of the convent and cloister, which 
have wielded such an undue influence over the world | 
for the past one thousand years, are forgotten, or con- | 
sidered as mere relics of the past, and looked upon as 
reminders only of the credulity of the ages gone by. 

“The Bible the only rule of faith and practice” is a | 
principle in which is inherent the very element of im- 
measurable durability. “Christian character the only | 
test of fellowship,” is a principle having embodied | 
within it the true idea of New Testament fellowship 
(see I. Tim. 1: 5, 6), and which eventually will meet 
with the sanction and secure the co-operation of all 
right-thinking Christians. 

“Christian the only divinely authorized name,” is a | 
principle that has in it the very quintessence of Chris- | 
tianity. It is suggestive of Christ and of Christianity 
in a much greater sense than any name possible for the | 
followers of the Son of God to bear, and amid all the!

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MODEL CHURCH ! 

“H[ad all things common.” An opinion is abroad 
that the model church was set up at Jerusalem pente- 
costal week, and when the church returns to gospel 
purity all property will be held in common as at the 
heginning. if this opinion is correct, judging by pres- 
ent signs of the times, the church is _more than forty 
years pack in the wilderness. Is this opinion trust- 
worthy? Let-us see: 

1. In the older manuscripts of the second chapter of 
the Acts of the Apostles church is not found. 

9 A partif not all of the ‘about one hundred and 
yventy persons’ were Galileeans—non-residents of 
Jerusalem. Certainly the apostles were all Gali- 
Jeeans. 

3 There is no record or testimony that these one 
hundred and twenty were organized asa church or that 
they did anything as a church. 

4, The deacons, when chosen, were not for all the 
church but for Grecian widows—for the foreign ele- 
ment who had a right to the dinner—not communion— 
table. 

5. The deacons appear to have been foreigners—just 
the class to silence the complaining party. 

6. Had no specific rule about property. 

If, then, the church is to be restored to Jerusa- 
lem order it must drop out deacons for all the 
church, and if no foreign widows are church-mem- 
bers no deacons are needed. The facts and results 
were about as follows: The home Jews, including 
priests, cried, Crucify Jesus as a malefactor— 
impostor. Peter accused them of killing the Lord 
of life and glory. This enraged the guilty party. 
To add to their anguish of heart thousands of the for- 
eign Jews believed and so divided the fellowship of 
man. And as the home Jews had opened their doors 
and welcomed those from abroad, they closed their 
doors on the foreign element as fast as they declared 
their faith in Jesus as the Christ. Certainly it could 
not have been pleasing to them to have their guests, 
who shared their tables, say ye are murderers, even by 
implication. Many home Jews received the faith also, 
and they opened their doors to those converts from 
abroad. This was a great strain on their means, but 
they welcomed all believers, even to having all things 
common. They sold their lands. This was continued 
tothe end of the feast when those from abroad went 
home—apostles and deacons and Grecian widows. So 
ended all things in common never to be repeated except 
under similar circumstances. 

The chureh will have no oeceasion for having all 
things common in the millennium unless the wicked 
Jews and baser sort turn the church out of their houses.

As regards its rela 
tion to permanent insanity, we have the statement of 
a former bishop of London, who has informed us that 
out of 1,271 maniacs whose previous histories were in- 
vestigated, 648 wrecked their reason by excessive drink- 
ing. But the most terrible results of this list of evils 
have yet to be considered.

Denicrous Murrins.—Dissolve in one 
quart of warm sweet milk one tablespoon- 
ful of butter, and one of sugar; when 
the butter has melted, set it aside to cool; 
beat four eggs light, stir them into the 
cooled milk, with one gill of yeast; stir 
in flour until the batter will drop frou 
the spoon; let it stand over night and do 
not stir it in the morning; lift it out 
lightly with a large spoon and drop it 
into the muffin-pans; bake ten minutes 
in a quick oven. Serve at once.— The 
Messenger. 





HOW T0 OVERCOME THE MOTHS. 


This is one of the greatest vexations 
which careful housekeepers have to con- 
tend with, and their depredations are 
not to be remedied after they have once 
made inroads. Houses heated by fur- 
naces are especially predisposed to have 
moths, but every housekeeper must be 
on the watch for them, for, from the 
time the windows begin to be left open, 
the trouble begins. Heavy carpets some- 
times do not require taking up every 
year, unless iu constant use. Take out 
the tacks from these, fold the carpets 
back, wash the floor in strong suds, with 
a tablespoonful of borax dissolved in 
them. Dash with insect powder, or lay 
tobacco leaves along the edge, and re- 
tack. All moths can be kept away, and 
the eggs destroyed by this means. In- 
grain or other carpets, after shaking, 
are brightened by sprinkling a pound of 
salt over the surface and sweeping care- 
fully and thoroughly. It is also an ex- 
cellent plan to wipe off the @arpet with 
borax water, using a thick flannel cloth, 
wrung tightly, taking care not to wet it, 
only to dampen. Open the windows and 
dry the carpet before replacing the fur- 
niture. 

Other woolens, including blankets and 
wearing apparel, must be beaten and 
brushed and folded smoothly. Be care- 
ful to clean: every grease spot with am- 
monia and water, not too strong, and a 
dark woolen cloth. Tie pieces of cam- 
phor into little bundles, and put one in 
each article. Wrap the articles in news- 
papers, as p.inter’s ink is a great pre- 
ventive of ‘moths, and then sew them up 
in strong sheeting bags, labeled, so that 
it will not be necessary to open them 
during the summer except for use. This 
is a good way for those who do not pos- 
sess cedar boxes, and the articles need 
have no other care, if every spot is treated 
as directed, and the garments are not 
eft hanging in the closet too long before 
putting away for the season.

—Business failures of the week num- 
ber 180, against 178 last week, and 136 in 
the corresponding week of 1883. 





—Because of business embarrassment 
Lyman D. Minor, elastic goods dealer at 
No. 599 Broadway, committed suicide 
in a New York hotel. 


—At a trial at St. Joseph, Michigan, 
Friday, September 12th, for illegal 
whisky selling, seventy-five women 
marched in line into the court-house to 
witness the proceedings. 


—At Dyersville, lowa, Friday, Septem- 
ber 12th, a woman and her daughter sud- 
denly became insane, smashed all the fur- 
niture in their house, and went out and 
climbed trees, wrecked fences, and per- 
formed other unreasonable acts. 


—E. J. Salt & Co.’s woolen mill at 
Portsmouth, Ohio, was burned Thursday 
night, September 11th, involving $30,000 
loss. A block of stores at Midland, On- 
tario, were consumed Friday morning, 
September 12th, the loss reaching $30,- 
000. 


—Differences on the liquor license 
question in the Decatur Council has re- 
sulted in the city’s gas supply being shut 
off. Members will not vote for gas bonds 
unless their fellows agree to the granting 
of liquor licenses. 


—Stafford & Co., of Providence, yarn 
manufacturers, running mills in Rhode 
Island and Massachusetts, made an as- 
signment Friday, September 12th, with 
liabilities of $400,000, $100,000 of which 
is secured. 


—William Vales, a street railroad 
watchman at Augusta, Georgia, was mur?
